When did the team .start 
practicing for this season 
and how often? 

"We started when the 
school term came back in, 
we were allowed to start by

that, I believe it was the 
twelfth of January that we 
were able to get started, so 
we have been out here most 
every weekday. We have had 
a few times where we have 
worked hard and the teams 
earned the weekend off. but 
mostly we have been out 
here everyday that we could, 
if the weather permitted us. 
You don't have a lot of 
options when you have bad 
weather, we have done the 
best we could and we have 
actually been able to get on 
the field a good bit." 



How do you feet about 
this season's team? 

"We have got a young 
team, a lot of new faces, but 
they do all enjoy each other 
and playing, so I think that's 
going to be some positives 
for us and some things we 
can build on." 

Has the team been work- 
ing on anything in particular 
during practices in prepara- 
tion/or this season? 

"Well this is a pretty sim- 
ple game, you catch, you 
throw, you hit and you run, 
so we have really worked on 
each individual player^ 
skills doing those things: 
catching, throwing, hitting 
the ball and running bases. 
We have seen a lot of skill 
development from each of 
our players; it seems like a 
lot of kids have really 
improved since we have 
started practicing." 



How did you get into 
coaching? 

"Actually, I was a student 
here at Shelton when 1 made 
the decision to get involved 
to coach and felt led in that 
direction. I went back to 
school as a non-traditional 
student, so I was like a lot of 
students who were here and 
at that time I had the oppor- 
tunity presented to me to be 
involved with the softball 
team and the basketball 
team, so I assisted with both 
of those programs. So, I 
have a real fondness for 
Shelton State, being a for- 
mer student." 

How do Shelton States 
facilities stack up to those of 
other colleges the team 
plays? 

"We have a very nice 
field and I think there are 
plans in the future to make 
some improvements to our 
stadium area. We're hoping 
to put in some nice perma- 
nent seating, really nice, 
possibly chair backs, an 
oversized dugout so there 
will be a lot more room to 
move around, nice bull pens 
and a warm up area out 
behind the outfield fence, so 
there's a lot of plans to make 
our facilities among the 
best in the whole Nlale. Right 
now we ha\ e a nice field; we 
hope its going to evolve into 
a nice field and a nice stadi- 
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What is the competitive 
nature like with this type of 
college softball? 

"For me. I hope the com- 
petitive nature in our team is 
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Community 



very high because in this sit- 
uation all these teams are 
very similar; if you look at 
the top team in softball and 
you look at a middle of the 
pack team, there's not a 
tremendous difference, so 
the teams that prepare them- 
selves besi and go out and 
play and make those extra 
effort type plays are goi ng to 
be the ones that are going to 
be most successful." 

What are some of the dif- 
ferences between community 
college teams and Division 
one teams? 

"I think what you see at 
the highest levels of 
Division one, is almost all 
the athletes are complete 
players. . . I think sometimes 
in a community college set- 
ting you may see someone 
who is a little smaller; we 
have a kid on our team 
who's had some interest 
from some Division one 
teams and was recruited by 
some, in fact, was asked to 
walk on at UAB, her name is 
Allison Scogin. She is a 
catcher, she's a very com- 
plete player, a good player, 
but she is a little bit small. 
Sometimes you see people 
who are in community col- 
lege because they struggle 
with their grades, sometimes 
you see someone who's a lit- 
tle bit smaller or has some 
area to grow as a player and 
be refined. Also, we have 
some kids who are from 
small communities or small 
towns that we think have 
great work ethic, they have 
got character and they're 
going to continue to grow 
and develop as players, we 



have got some kids who 
have had some pretty sub- 
stantial experience, and if 
not for the size, they might 
be playing in Division one 
or Division two some- 
where." 

Do all of the Shelton 
State Women 's Softball play- 
ers have full paid scholar- 
ships? 

"Well, a kid could walk 
on and be a member of the 
team; we have a girl who 
walked on this year and 
worked so hard she earned a 
scholarship. On our team all 
the players are presently on 
scholarship; of course that's 
an honor to be on scholar- 
ship, you don't have to be; 
sometimes people forget that 
and forget how lucky they 
are to have that. We have 
eighteen kids on scholarship 
and the kid who earned her 
way, we invited her on the 
team, she was an invited 
walk on and she worked 
very hard and has done a 
great job and as a result, was 
put on scholarship in the 
spring." 

What team or teams do 
you look most forward to 
playing? 

"Well, I hope this group 
feels the same way as me... 
I just look forward to having 
a game, we have had a lot of 
practices and we have been 
going at it a while, we have 
had some practice games, 
we had a scrimmage game 
yesterday and in reality wc 
are very eager to gel a 
chance to play, so it really 
doesn't matter who we play, 
just as long as we get a 



chance to play 
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What is the average 
speed of a pitcher in this 
level of softball? 

"You see some kids that 
are high fifties, occasionally 
some that are low sixties. 
The top level division ones, 
the ones that arc at the world 
series, their pitches will be 
in the low to mid sixties, the 
Olympians are high sixties 
to occasionally lower seven- 
ties. So, the velocity would 
be different in the pitchers 
from various levels." 

Who are some top play- 
ers to look out for this sea- 
son? 

Allison Scogin was an 
All Conference player last 
year; she's a catcher and a 
versatile, all around player, 
someone that should be a 
leader with this team; she 
has the opportunity to be 
respected as a player. I 
think she also works hard 
and she hustles and plays 
hard every time, so that 
gives her a chance to be 
respected and be a leader. 

Other sophomores we 
hope will come out and be 
leaders for us is Lace\ 
Oglesby, she was a first base 
player last year and she got 
to play in most all of the 
games and she was a very 
steady and solid player for 
us, a real heads-up smart 
player. Also, in left field, 
Ashley Rawls, she was a 
solid player for us last year. 
she played in a lot of games.

Could you break down 
the season and give a brief 
overview of what s to come? 
"At the first of the season 
we will be going to 
Gadsden, where there will 
be a Round Robin, there will 
be several teams from our 
conference and a couple out 
of our conference. We will 
play Cleveland State out of 
Tennessee, which is obvi- 
ously not in our conference 
and we will play Southern 
Union, which is not only in 
our conference but in our 
division and Ihen we will 
play Calhoun there which is 
not in our division but is in 
our conference. Then we go 
to Meridian next weekend, 
that tournament will be 
some teams from 

Mississippi and Texas, they 
are usually able i<> draw 



teams from all over the 
place for that event, that's 
one reason we want to go 
there, to see some good 
competition and see some 
teams from other areas. 
After that, for the first part 
of March and the remainder 
of February we play some 
double headers on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, but that's 
teams like Calhoun and 
Gadsden that are not in our 
division. Then, early march 
we travel to Disney world 
and we play other communi- 
ty colleges down there that 
are from ail over the coun- 
try, so we're looking for- 
ward to that event to be able 
to play some different com- 
petition. After that, we come 
back in March and April and 
play mostly conference 
games, teams in our division 
like: Jeff Slate, Central 
Alabama, Chattahoochee 
Valley, and Southern Union*' 

What improvement do 
you think can be made in 
college softball so all the 
players get to see more 
action offensively? 

"Traditionally, softball 
has been a pitcher dominat- 
ed sport and in the last ten 
years there have been a lot 
of changes on all levels: 
High School, Federation, 
Club Ball. NCAA Ball and 
NJCAA Ball. They have 
done many things to try and 
infuse more offense into the 
game: they moved the pitch- 
ing rubber back, they limit- 
ed the amount of motion the 
pitcher can use in their 
delivery to the plate. They 
colored the ball, so you can 
see it better and made the 
core of the ball harder. They 
have allowed bats that are 
made out of thinner-walled 
aluminum, so it has more of 
a trampoline type effect, all 
of these things have been 
regulated throughout the 
history of the game, but in 
most recent years there has 
been an effort to have the 
rules facilitate more 
offense." 

Why should someone 
come out to see a Shclton 
State Lady Buccaneers soft- 
ball game? 

"It is a very exciting 
sport thiil everyone can 
relate to. In softball you can 
get closer and see more 
action, also ii is fast paced 
because it is onl> seven end- 
ings and it doesn't take up 
your whole day. It's defi- 
nitely a fan friendly sport."

Keep Looking Up! (Revisited) 



Look for total lunar eclipse on March 3 



For several years Dr. Lee 
Albritton, Shelton astronomy 
and chemistry instructor, 
contributed a Courier col- 
umn on what to expect in the 
heavens between issues. 
Periodically, when he '.v real- 
ly excited about an upcom- 
ing celestial event, Albritton 
takes pen in hand, again... 

We have an absolutely 
fascinating heavenly treat on 
Saturday night. March 3: a 
total lunar eclipse. These 
events have captivated 
human beings as long as the 
species has been on planet 
Earth, able to look up and 
communicate with each 
other by gesturing and 
grunting. Ancient cultures 



had various myths 
and superstitions 
about all types of 
monsters taking 
bites out of the 
Moon as the eclipse 
started and proceed- 
ed to totality. 

Today, of course, 
modern astronomy 
knows the science 
behind a total lunar 
eclipse. The Moon 
as it orbits Earth is 
running into our 
shadow. Every 

month the Moon 
orbits Earth, and when it is 
opposite the Sun from our 
view, we see all of the light 
ed half which, of course, we 
call: Full Moon. 




Only rarely when we 
have a full moon-about 
every two years— does the 
Sun, Earth and Moon exact- 
ly line up and the full moon 
runs into our shadow— a 



lunar eclipse. Month in 
and month out when the 
Moon is full-opposite the 
sun-it misses our shadow 
because the three bodies 
are not exactly lined up. 

On March 3 the Moon 
passes through our shad- 
ow, but to observe the 
Moon entering the Earth s 
shadow-the beginning of 
the eclipse— one would 
have to be somewhere in 
Europe or Africa where, I 
assume most readers of 
the Courier will not be 
spending the first week- 
end of March. Here in west 
Alabama, however, when 
the Moon rises as the Sun 
sets, since they are opposite, 
the Moon will already be 



completely in our shadow- 
totally eclipsed— which 
should be quite a spectacular 
sight. Depending on the 
scattering of the Sun's light 
by our atmosphere during 
totality, the Moon's color can 
range from deep red to 
orange. 

At 5:58 p.m. CST, the 
total eclipse ends-the Moon 
starts emerging from Earth's 
shadow-and by 7:12 p.m. it 
will be completely out of our 
shadow-the partial eclipse 
ends! 

Keep looking up! 
Maybe even consider having 
a backyard barbecue with 
friends to enjoy the magnifi- 
cent sight of a total lunar 
eclipse!
